CCA. R. Defeats 
Resolution Hitting 
Defense Council 


Sr ASHINGTON, D. C.—A reso- 
jution attacking the inadequacy of 
the General J ewish Council was de- 
feated on the floor of the conven- 
tion of the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis here. The resolu- 
tion declared that the General Jew- 
ish Council “does not satisfy the 
gefense needs of American Jewry.” 

The resolution in full follows: 

“American Jewry wants, must 
have, an organization more repre- 
sentative, more authoritative, more 
responsible, more vigorous. 

“Tf the General Jewish Council 
were true to the spirit that forced 
its creation it would have appoint- 
ed a permanent secretariat to im- 
plement its decisions and shown its 
sincerity by accepting religious and 
other associations that have been 
given no voice in its deliberations. 

“Your committee recommends to 
the members of this conference 
that it rise to the vote of no- 
confidence in the General Jewish 
Council, it being understood that 
such a vote has reference only to 
the General Jewish Council as a 
whole and not to its four individual 
constituent organizations.”

Mandates Group 
Refuses to Yield

GENEVA—Despite three days 
of testimony, Colonial Secretary 
Malcolm MacDonald was believed ~ 
to have failed to obtain approvel 
of the League of Nations Man- 
dates Commission for Britain’s new 
Palestine policy, envisioning estab- 
lishment of an independent state 
with a one-third Jewish minority. 

The commission’s conclusions, to 
be formulated before the end of 
the month, will not be published 
until September, but the weaken- 
ing of British hopes for the com- | 
sanction of the policy. 
was indicated by (1) prolonga- 
tion of MacDonald’s stay in Geneva 
and (2) the commission’s failure 
to issue a communique on the ~ 
closed hearings, apparently be- 
cause such a communique would re- 
veal the members’ disapproval of 
the policy as indicated by the na- 
ture of the questions put to the 
Colonial Secretary. 

MacDonald planned to make a 
special broadcast on the Palestine ~ 
question to the United States on |

Poor Business Closes 
Largest Bookshop 
Selling German Books

NEW YORK—The largest Ger- 


man bookshop in the East, located 
in the heart of the German- 
populated Yorkville section of 
New York and known as a cen- 
ter of Nazi literature, has closed 
for lack of business. The store, 
which closed three weeks ago, was 
the Deutsche Buchhandlung, owned 
by H. Jurgens, a member of the 
German-American Bund. His shop 
had been listed in the “Trade 
Guide” of the German Consumers’ 
League, an affiliate of the Bund. 


Jurgens told a _ reporter that. 
although he had in stock a large 
supply of Nazi books and pam- 
phlets, his business was worse than 
at any time since the establishment 
opened ten years ago. He has since 
found employment with the Ger- 
mania Book and Specialty Corpor- 
ation.

years of our settlement activity in 
Eretz Israel, the province of Gali- 
lee, once the diadem of the Jewish 
people, was somewhat overlooked. 

But just as in their time the im- 
portance of Emek Hefer and Emek 
Zebulun was realized, so, too, 
Menahem Ussishkin conceived some 
years ago the strategic significance 
of Galilee in the Jewish undertak- 
ing; and his foresight was justified 
by the inimical attitude displayed 
towards the Jewish stake in this 
great province of Palestine by the 
successive Royal and Partition 
Commissions. 

This month, therefore, a begin- 
ning was made in the northeast 
corner of Galilee, as a year ago it 
was made at Hanita in the north- 
west, by the construction of the 
first of a chain of six settlements 
which are to serve as an outpost of 
the new Jewish civilization. The 
place was known as Daphne of yore, 
and it lay in the inheritance of the 
tribe of Dan. Indeed, the town of 
Banias, the ruins of which are still 
perched upon a hillside not far off, 
was the capital of Dan. Josephus 
Flavius also referred to this “place 
of many fountains and waters” in 
Book IV of his “Wars of the Jews.” 

The Jewish National Fund has 
initiated a worthy enterprise in 
this corner, Formerly, Ayaleth 


| Hashahar, Kfar Giladi and Tel Hai 


were the limits of our domain in 
Galilee; now the frontier has been 
taken to the very northern edge of 
the country. The soil in this area 
is of the greatest fertility, and is 
good also for semi-tropical cultiva- 
tions. A profitable farm unit in 


this part of Galilee has been esti- 





mated at 25 to 30 dunams (6% to 
7% acres) compared with five times 
that area in other parts of the 
province. “Metzudath Ussishkin” 


is likely to become one of the out-|' 


standing agricultural centers in 
Eretz Israel within a very short 
period. 

While on the subject of agricul- 
ture, it would not be amiss to de- 
vote a few lines to the record ship- 
ments of citrus fruit this season. 
Not only have the consignments of 
oranges, grapefruit, lemons and 
other fruit exceeded by three mil- 
lion cases the record of 11,400,000 
cases during 1937-38, but there was 
a better price-average during the 
season which in part remedied 
(though it has not entirely cured) 
the difficulties of planters in pre- 
vious years. Tel Aviv port also 
reached a new peak this season by 
handling two million cases of Jew- 
ish export fruit.

Dominican Republic 
Renews 100,000 Offer

GENEVA—The Dominican Gov- 


ernment’s offer to admit 100,000 
refugees was repeated at the in- 
ternational Labor Conference by 
D. Hartoy, representative of the 
West Indian republic. The Argen- 
tine representative told the con- 
ference that his country was in- 
terested in industrial immigration. 
“Argentine factories do not want 
to know either the nationality or 
religion or race of the workers 
seeking employment,” he said. 

Both declarations were made in 
reply to the recommendation of 
John G. Winant, director of the 
International Labor Office, that 
countries of immigration admit 
refugees for industrial and com- 
mercial as well as agricultural 
employment.

New Schedule Gives

1400 Americans Participate in Re- 
building of Holy Land Through 

Palestine Economic Corporation 
To the Editor: 

Fourteen hundred Americans 
have participated in the economic 
rehabilitation of the Holy Land 
through the Palestine Economic 
Corporation during the past year, 
according to the twelfth annual 
report of the corporation just pub- 
lished. 

Basing its help on a _ business 
basis rather than on charity, the 
Palestine Economic Corporation is 
an outgrowth of a group which met 
orginally in 1920 under the lead- 
ership of U. S. Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Louis D. Brandeis. Among its 
founders were New York’s Gover- 
nor, Herbert H. Lehman, and the 
late Felix M. Warburg. 

The American capital of the cor- 
poration has been devoted to the 
revival of farming; to drilling of 
wells and providing water for do- 
mestic, agricultural and industrial 
uses; to hydro-electric plants and 
the distribution of light and power; 
to transportation; to the building 
of homes, cooperative apartments, 
and factories; to the planned ex- 
tension of the city of Haifa, and 
to provide banking and credit fa- 
cilities generally throughout Pal- 
estine. 

Current assets of the Palestine 
Economic Corporation are $3,600,- 
000. Through its various subsidi- 
aries the corporation has issued 
loans aggregating $25,000,000. Des- 
pite subordinating the making of 
profits to the encouragement of 
constructive and productive enter- 
prise, and despite the political dis- 
orders of the past two years, the 
corporation now has an operating 
surplus of half a million dollars. 

Among companies in which the 
Palestine Economic Corporation 
has a substantial interest is Pal- 
estine Potash, Ltd., which holds the 
concession for the exclusive ex- 
ploitation of the salts in the Dead 
Sea, granted by the governments 
of Palestine and Transjordan. until 
the year 2004.

Atlanta Rises To Rabbi Marx’s Defense 


boom Maj. Gen. George Van Horn Moseley, re- 

tired, testified before the Dies Committee that 
he had heard a rabbi call the American flag a 
piece of bunting, he was attacking a fellow At- 
lantan, Dr. David Marx, spiritual leader of The 
Temple. Although his name had been falsely be- 
smirched and his patriotism questioned by the 
retired General, Rabbi Marx refused to reply to 
the attack and termed the accusation toe ridicu- 
lous to deserve an answer. 


But Rabbi Marx’s friends refused to let the 
matter drop. Atlanta’s three daily papers stood 
by Dr, Marx staunchly. Many letters, editorials 
and public statements resented the attack on a 
man who had devoted his life to helping others. 


The most sincere and tender testimonial to the 
esteem in which Rabbi Marx is held came from a 
prisoner who signed his name as “Red.” The 
letter follows in part: 

“The besmirching of your name is an insult 


to the intelligence of the American people. I, 
many times a thief, stand beside you, and call 
upon Him to forgive them, for they know not 
what they do. 

“It was wonderful the way the people of At- 
lanta rallied to your defense. Sometimes it does 
a guy good to get a sock in the jaw, just to see 
what his friends think of it. 

“And it must have made you glow in the knowl- 
edge that your place in the affections of your le- 
gions of friends is now greater than ever. 

“T am just wondering if a great many people 
know that you have been coming in here to ad- 
minister to us of your faith for over thirty years. 
Would that they knew of the dead and dying 
hopes that you have rekindled, and of the many 
times you went to bat for us, regardless of race, 
class, color or creed. 

“In my own humble way I think the greatest 
tribute I can pay you is by living up to your 
teachings.”

D. H. White, Editor of The Jewish Herald-Voice 
of Houston, Texas, Says Action Is Indicated.—I 
may not have a tremendous bank balance. I may 
be as poor as a church-mouse—but I have a great 
deal more to lose than do the men with wealth 
who dictate the policy used in fighting the terror 
which is about us. My family, my ideals are worth 
much more than any bank balance in the country. 
Their happiness is worth fighting for and I am 
ready to fight. I hate to think of my children 
being reared in an atmosphere similar to that in 
Germany. The very thought gnaws at my vitals. 
Our methods are so impotent, our results so small. 

We look to our leadership to take the fight into 
the open. To thwart the attempts of the anti- 
Semites with the same methods they use. It is all 
right to talk about rules and fir play—if your 
opponent recognizes these rules end regulations— 
but if the opposition is dirty in its method it is 
up to us to fight fire with fire. We need to get to 
the same people whom they reach. We cannot sit 
hoping and wishing and praying. Hopes are fine 
if you believe in fairy tales. Wishing is good and 
wonderful if your imagination will feed your 
stomach. Praying is fine and dandy if forgiveness 
is desired. But action is more than praying or 
wishing or hoping. This is the time for action. 

It may seem that I have adopted an alarmist 
attitude. I have not. I realize that “it cannot 
happen here,” that it must not happen here. But 
I also remember a lesson I learned from a profes- 
sor at college, an instructor in religion. He said 
prayers were a potent factor in our life—if we 
went out and accomplished the substance of those 
prayers.

Investigation Into Anti-Semitic Racket Among 
Children Started by The Jewish Ledger of Hart- 
ford, Conn.—In the Boston Traveler of June 6 
there appeared an editorial which is greatly 
alarming. It seems that in the Brighton district, 


fourteen boys, aged 12 to 15, Christians, were 


brought into the- District Court on the charge of 
collecting 5 to 15 cents a week from more than 
twenty Jewish boys tinder the threat of beating

them. The newspaper reports that “youngsters 
from anti-Semitic families are extorting small 
sums of money from Jewish children under threats 
of beatings.” And, says the editorial, “Hitler 
started his climb to success by use of young 
hoodlums whom he equipped with brown pants 
and shirts and automatic pistols to strap to their 
legs.” ade *) 

The instances of which the Boston Traveler 
speaks may be isolated. They may or may not 
point to anything that is definite. The fact is, 
however, that the anti-Semitism that is found 
amongst adults does find reflection amongst the 
children and does make for strained relations be- 
tween Christian and Jewish children. The Editor 
of the Jewish Ledger knows of many instances 
where Jewish children have been annoyed and 
have been called names, abusive names, by their 
Christian playmates. We know of several in- 
stances where Christian parents when the matter 
was brought to their attention were scandalized 
by the behavior of their off-spring and have taken 
steps to counteract it. 

No doubt, other instances exist where the par- 
ents have no such scruples or conscience. We 
propose to make an investigation of this matter, 
and we ask the co-operation of our readers: This 
is what we would like our readers to do: Send to 
the editor of the Jewish Ledger every case that 
you have personal knowledge of where Christian 
children have used abusive epithets against Jews. 
We are not interested in gossip or hearsay evi- 
dence. In each case that you report, please give 
the names and addresses of the persons involved, 
the date and occasion and circumstances under 
which the unpleasantness occurred. Definiteness, 
names, dates, are important. Nor will we pay any 
attention to anonymous communications. Any in- 
vestigation of this kind must be exact and pre- 
cise. We shall attempt to follow up these cases 
if we know who our reporter is, although that 
name may not be used, and if we know specifically 
the name of the child who uses the kind of lan- 
guage to which we refer, in relation to Jews.
